ing. 
Po lice ro ugh ed upso meo fth e 
demo nstrato rs at th e U.S. Em­ 
bassy and to ssed o ne student 
fro m a seco nd-flo o r balco ny at 
th e Co ngo lese quarters. 
No serio us injuries were re. 
po rted, h o wever. 
Th e students first attacked 
th e American building and th en 
turned to th e Belgian and Co n­ 
go lese embassies, demo nstra­ 
ting abo ut 20 to 30 minutes at 
each place. 
U.S. Ch arge d'Affairs Walter 
Sto essel Jr. pro tested th e actio n 
in stro ng term s to th e So viet 
Fo reign ministry and demanded 
co mpensatio n fo r damage do ne 
and better So viet po lice pro tec­ 
tio n. 
At th e U.S. Embassy th e stu­ 
dents igno red appeals fo r calm 
and it to o k 30 mo unted po lice­ 
men to disperse th e cro wd.

One po liceman was 
seen slugging an African stu­ 
dent in th e face, kno cking h im 
to th e gro und.

MU MI, Fla. (A P)—A federal 
co urt jury , in a blo ckbuster de< 
cisio n in th e "cancer-fro m-cig 
arettes” 
co ntro versy , 
h a s 
fo und th at cigarettes "are rea­ 
so nably safe and wh o leso me fo r 
h uman co nsumptio n.” 
Th e verdict, reach ed Friday 
ligh t after o nly two h o urs o f de 
liberatio n, denied damages to 
th e estate o f Edwin L. Green 
o f Miami, a th ree-packs-a-day 
smo ker wh o died o f lung can­ 
cer in 19 57. 
Green's estate h ad sued th e 
American To bacco Co .,fo r $1.5 
millio n, co ntending th at th e can­ 
cer was caused by smo king 
Lucky Strike cigarettes. 
A previo us trial jury decided 
th at smo king was o ne o f th e 
causes o f Green's death . But it 
said th e to bacco co mpany was 
no t to blame because it co uld 
no t h ave kno wn at th e time th at 
cigarettes migh t cause cancer. 
An appeals co urt uph eld th e 
verdict abso lving th e co mpany , 
but later o rdered a new trial 
after th e F l o r i d a Supreme 
Co urt h eld th at th e co mpany 's 
"implied warranty ” o f th e pur­ 
ity o f its pro duct made it re­ 
spo nsible fo r smo king co nse­ 
quences. 
Th e current jury h eard many 
pro fessio nal witnesses testify 
bo th fo r and against th e argu­ 
ment th at cigarette smo king 
causes cancer. 
Judge Emeett C. Ch o ate to ld 
th e jury it was to decide o n two 
questio ns: Are cigarettes reas­ 
o nably safe and wh o leso me fo r 
h uman 
co nsumptio n? If th ey 
are no t, wh at damages sh o uld 
h e awarded to Green's estate. 
Th e simple verdict was: "We

A STORY OF FAILURE 
Failures of our foreign aid 
policy can be pointed out in 
many spots over the world. One 
of the most glaring failures 
has been in the small country of 
Laos. 
Laos is a landlocked country 
of some ninety thousand square 
miles and an estimated popula­ 
tion of three million. It was 
formerly the frontier area of 
French Indo-China. Most of its 
people live in primitive rural 
villages, isolated one from the 
other and from the capital city 
by a lack of roads and other 
communication facilities. 
Only eight per cent of the land 
is under 
c u ltiv a tio n . 
The 
farm er in a rural village grows 
what he needs or barters off 
his surplus with other farm ers. 
The illiteracy rate is eighty- 
five per cent. The average life 
expectancy is about thirty-five 
years. Laos is not familiar with 
a money economy and talk about 
“ per capita income" is mean­ 
ingless except to foreign aid 
theorists. 
The foreign aid theory is that 
the United States can check 
communism 
by 
pouring out 
money 
all 
over the world. 
American taxpayers’ 
m oney 
certainly has been poured into 
Laos. The results were summed 
up in a report by a subcom­ 
mittee of the House Committee 
on 
Government 
Operations, 
after extensive hearings. 
The investigating group found 
that Laos had obtained more aid 
than its economy could absorb. 
Excessive cash grants caused 
inflation that doubled the cost 
of living in Laos between 1953

and 1958. Profiteering through 
import licenses and false in­ 
voices ran wild, making pos­ 
sible the purchase of U. S. cash 
grant dollars for thirty-five kip 
(the monetary unit in Laos) 
when the dollar could be ex­ 
changed in the free market for 
110 kip. 
One of the most significant 
findings of the congressional 
committee was that the con­ 
centration of aid among mer­ 
chants and public officials in the 
few urban centers tended to 
promote 
communist 
su b ­ 
version. 
Listing 
names and 
specific offenses, the commit­ 
tee found that American direc­ 
tion of foreign aid was char- 
act e ri z e d by incompeten c e, 
mismanagement, and corrup­ 
tio n . 
T h is situation 
also 
strengthened communism. 
The foreign aid theory — that

The Supreme Court has un­ 
animously held that the manu­ 
facturer of a 
trademarked, 
brand-name product has the 
right to protect the good name 
of his wares - which we think is 
a 
high 
reasonable 
view. 
Equally important, the “ Quality 
Stabilization Bill of 1963" (H.R. 
3669) 
now before 
Congress 
offers a practical means for 
the manufacturer of established 
reputation 
to exercise that 
right. 
Such legislation would protect 
consumers and the small, in­ 
dependent retailers on every 
Main Street in America as well 
as the manufacturer from the 
depredations of the discount 
house and the cut-rater who 
depends on luring people into 
his store with “ bargains" in 
famous brands in order to sell 
quantities of less favored mer­ 
chandise at prices that are far 
from a bargain. 
The first victim of bait mer­ 
chandising is the established, 
independent merchant who can- t 
not afford either to give away' 
profits or to sell shoddy mer­

And the 
next victim, of course, is the 
consumer, whose pocketbook is 
best protected by honest, com­ 
petitive prices at every counter 
in the store. Furthermore,un­

Opponents of the bill who are 
trying to forestall Its passage 
charge that it is “ fair trade” 
legislation under another name.

LBJ Escalates Labor Secy. 
Wirtz To Inner Circle: Cabinet 
Man Extricated President From 
Grueling Crises 
Washington, D. C.: — To un­ 
derstand fully some of Lyndon 
Johnson’s home front policies 
these next few years, it would 
be well for the public to take 
a close look at a relative “ new­ 
com er" to the White House in­ 
ner circle. He is Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wirtz, a quiet, 
fighting liberal whose charm, 
wit and iron whimsy the P res­ 
ident has grown to admire and 
trust. 
Wirtz, who undoubtedly will 
stay on as labor secretary, 
has 
been 
escalating in in­ 
fluence since Mr. Johnson as­ 
signed him a small White House 
office in the midst of the cam­ 
paign. During the election battle 
Wirtz 
became 
more 
than a 
Cabinet member. He was part 
strategist, part phrase maker. 
But what the President most 
appreciated was Wirtz’ taking 
him out of the night and day 
business of labor relations on 
the churning industrial front. 
Today the President is free of 
it, the record shows, and has 
far 
m o r e 
t i m e 
for the 
climactic international scene. 
In a conversation with this 
columnist the other day, Mr. 
Wirtz pointed out that the week 
that was had set a 
“ pretty 
fair record for labor peace." 
“ The automobile strikes were 
settled, a disagreement in the 
vital Detroit tool and die field 
had quieted, the rail dispute 
wound up temporarily at least, 
the Detroit newspaper stoppage 
terminated, and the pulp and 
paper strikers went back after 
13 days," he summed up with 
quiet satisfaction. 
“ But President Johnson was 
in none of these frays, nor was 
I but briefly. It was all handled 
by our mediation services." 
Thus the country appears to 
be on the road to free collec­ 
tion bargaining between labor 
and industry — a policy to which 
Mr. Wirtz had dedicated him­ 
self after he was sworn in back 
on September 25, 1962. 
The record shows that P res­ 
ident Johnson did not interfere 
in the massive auto strikes at 
GM and Ford. Neither did he 
move into the Detroit newspa­ 
per strike or the threatened na­ 
tional railroad stoppage. His 
policy was to keep informed but 
not become involved. It was 
Wirtz’ tactic too. 
The Federal Mediation Service 
was deep in the auto conflict. 
As for the railroad rumpus, 
Mr. Wirtz kept his participation 
down to two or three hours 
In all during the long haul. At 
the 
end, the administration 


policy held firm. There was no 
call from Mr. Johnson — only 
a pro formal telegram from the 
labor secretary when it went 
down to the wire. 
There were but two or three 
phone calls to the West Coast 
pulp and paper strikers, in­ 
cluding one request from Mr. 
Wirtz that the strike be post­ 
poned. The request was not 
honored. 
The 
govern m e n t 
simply let both sides fight it 
out in the presence of federal 
mediators. 
The labor secretary has been 
deep only in the waterfront 
crisis. But he has made it 
clear 
to the longshoremen’s 
leader that the President will 
stay 
out. 
This 
was reem ­ 
phasized by Mr. Wirtz during 
a two - hour meeting with 
“ Ted" 
Gleason, 
the dock- 
wallopers 
president, 
in the 
Labor Dept, here on Friday, 
Nov. 20. Mr. Wirtz said, in ef­ 
fect, that there would not be 
any personal telephone calls 
from 
the 
President to Mr. 
Gleason as there had been dur­ 
ing a sim ilar crisis in Decem­ 
ber 1962. 
The longshoremen are free to 
strike and tie up international 
cargoes on Dec. 20. 
“ Docks and steel will be the 
two major tests of this policy," 
Mr. 
Wirtz 
asserted. 
“ This 
policy will be just as absolute 
during 
the 
steel 
industry 
negotiations. There has been no 
government 
participation and 
we hope there will not be any. 
But we’re still premature on 
steel." 
Nor will there be any change 
In the laws on labor em er­ 
gencies, he believed. The Taft- 
Hartley 80-day cooling-off per­ 
iod appears to be sufficient. 
Mr. Wirtz demurs when any 
mention Is made of his personal 
influence with the President. He 
points out that what is needed 
is less time spent on collection 
bargaining and more on the ad­ 
ministration’s new policy of 
government. 
“ It makes it a lot easier to 
work overtime on our full em­ 
ploy m e n t 
opportunity 
pro­ 
gram ," he added. 
When it was pointed out that 
he had once had a brief but 
successful 
political c a r e e r 
when he ran for a place on the 
Winnetka, 111., Library Board, 
at about the time his intimate 
friend Gov. Adlai Stevenson had 
appointed him part-tim e Liquor 
Control C o m m i s s i o n e r , 
he 
laughed 
“ Oh," said the man who had 
been Adlai Stevenson’s chief 
speech writer, “ I did win that 
one 272 to nothing.

DIAPER HYGIENE: 
12-15 months -- 
By Erma W. Macready, R. N. 
Baby, between twelve and fif­ 
teen months of age, doesn’t 
seem to be a baby anymore. 
From a tiny helpless infant, 
baby has become a sturdy and 
agile little person with a mind 
of his own. 
Many mothers, at this time, 
become conscious of baby’s need 
for 
less 
changes. Baby now 
usually is able to stay dry for 
as long as two hours at a time. 
As a result, mothers often de­ 
velop a false sense of security 
about the threat of diaper rash. 
If baby doesn’t wet so often, 
they reason, there no longer 
is any need for concern. 
This fallacy is the subject of 
this sixth in a series of guest 
columns by baby care counsel­ 
ors on maintaining good diaper 
hygiene during baby’s entire 
diaper wearing age. 
It is a mistake to think that 
diaper rash occurs only dur­ 
ing baby’s early months. Babies 
can get diaper rash as long as 
they wear diapers. For that 
matter, the most distressing 
and dangerous cases of diaper 
rash tend to be among older 
babies. This was found to be 
so in a study reported in the 
Journal of D iseases of Chil­ 
dren published by the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association. The 
study showed 
that the most 
serious cases of diaper rash did 
not occur in infants but in chil­ 
dren over one year of age. 
The possibility of diaper rash 
remains as long as diapers are 
worn. It is therefore important 
that the fastidious diapering 
routine followed when baby was 
younger be 
continued. Baby 
should be changed promptly with 
correctly processed diapers. 
Even throughout 
the 
toilet 
training period when training 
pants are worn by day and dia­ 
pers for naps and at night, dia­ 
pers should be processed just 
as carefully as in previous 
months. The six steps in the 
proper processing of diapers 
at home are explained in a 
free booklet, “ A Mothers Guide 
to Diaper Hygiene.” Write, the 
National Baby Care Council, 
1620 Locust Street, Philadel­ 
phia, Pa., 19103. 
Here’s another hint for the 
comfort of a growing baby. Make 
sure the diaper is not too small 
nor pinned too tightly. Nothing 
upsets baby more quickly than 
restricted motion.

County Agent’s Recommends 
Column 
New Varieties, 
Field Crops 


LAND PRICES-A BIG 
QUESTION 
Land sales and land prices 
have been subjects of wide­ 
spread interest in this area 
for some time, and many people 
are wondering what the future 
holds along this line. Recent­ 
ly, I ran across some informa­ 
tion from the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture that contained 
some interesting figures rela­ 
tive to this matter. 
According to this information, 
farmland values on July 1,1964 
were up six percent as com­ 
pared to those of a year earlier. 
This increase was about equal 
to that of the preceeding year. 
The average 
market value of 
farm real estate in the United 
States amounts to approxim ate­ 
ly $48,000 per farm compared 
to $33,600 in 1959 and $19,- 
000 in 1955. That land values 
Wave varied widely in different 
parts of the country is indicated 
by the facts that land prices 
increased three percent in the 
Lake States, five percent in the 
Corn Belt and Mountain States, 
and ten percent in the South­ 
eastern and Delta States during 
the past year. Since the 1957- 
59 period, the cumulative av­ 
erage 
market value per acre 
has increased at least 50 per- 
ceht for the Southeast, Delta, 
and Southern Plain States com­ 
pared to a 35 percent increase 
for 
the 
continental 
U n ite d 
States as a whole. 
Several factors have been re ­ 
sponsible for the increase in. 
land prices: 


one very important factor has 
been 
the 
demand 
by farm 
owners for additional land with 
which to enlarge their farm s. 
At present, about one-half of 
all land purchased in the U.S. 
are for this purpose. As a re ­ 
sult of changes in farm owner­ 
ship, the average U. S. farm 
is over 15 percent larger than 
five years ago. That Stoddard 
County has been affected by 
this change is indicated by the 
facts that the number of farm s 
in the county decreased 771 
farm s from 1954 through 1959 
and the average size of farm 
increased 33 acres during this 
period. 
Another important factor has 
been the availability of credit. 
Over 80 percent of the farm ­ 
land is bought on credit to­ 
day; whereas, less than one- 
half of the farm real estate 
purchases were credit financed 
in the mid 1940’s. 


The demand for land for high­ 
ways, recreational areas, the 
expansion of towns and cities 
and other such public uses has 
helped to stimulate land prices. 
Of course, we have seen lots of 
land converted to such uses in 
this area during the past few 
years. 
A factor that has had con­ 
siderable effect on land prices 
has been the capital gains con­ 
sideration. Due to the widen­ 
ing gap between land prices 
and farm income, many land 
purchases are based more on 
what the farm 
will sell for in 
the future than what the farm 
earns today. 


The demand for land by non­ 
farm people has been a big 
factor. Tax laws perm it the 
deduction of operating losses 
and depreciation on farm im ­ 
provements from other income 
for tax purposes, and the in­ 
creased trend for business and 
professional people to own a 
home in the country stim ulates 
the demand for land. 
Finally, the number of tracts 
of land offered for sale is small 
in relation to the demand. Dur­ 
ing the past year some 90,500 
tracts 
of 
rural 
real estate 
changed hands in the U. S. 
which represents the second 
sm allest number of voluntary 
transfers of rural land in about 
30 years. 


What about the future? 
Ac­ 
cording to outlook information 
from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, the trend toward 
. larger farms is likely to con­ 
tinue, the demand for land is 
likely to remain strong, and 
the average value per farm is 
expected to increase. 
Of course, land prices in this 
area have increased more dur­ 
ing the past year or two than 
the 
average 
figures quoted 
above would indicate. Under 
w h a t 
c irc u m sta n c e s 
can 
farm ers afford to pay some of 
the prices now being paid for 
land in this area, and how much 
further can they afford to go?

Cotton growers will vote in

15 marketing 
quota referendum in the knowl­ 
edge that 1964-crop prospects 
have increased since the Sec­ 
retary

Agriculture pro­ 
claimed the quotas in October. 
According to Roy Proctor, J r., 
Chairman, Agricultural Stabili­ 
zation and Conservation County 
Committee, crop yields at that 
time were expected to average 
around 522 pounds per acre, 
which would have teen a rec­ 
ord high. Prospects as of Nov. 
1, however, indicate a 1964 
yield of 528 pounds per acre. 
This compares with the 1963 
yield of 516 pounds, the prev­ 
ious high, and the 5-year 1958— 
62 average of 454 pounds. 
The 1964 upland crop, there­ 
fore, is expected to total 15,- 
313,000 bales, up 164,000 bales 
from a month ago. This crop 
would exceed the total use in 
this country plus exports dur­ 
ing this marketing year, and 
the carryover would probably 
increase from the 12.1 mil­ 
lion bales on hand August 1, 
1964, to 
about 12.7 million 
bales by August 1, 1965. A 
carryover this size has teen 
exceeded only once in the last 
25 years.

THE 
LATE 
FALL 
AND 
WINTER season in the Boot,- 
heel is a time for tree trim ­ 
ming and brush control work 
along rural power lines, since 
crops are usually harvested 
at that time and such work can 
proceed without interference 
with farming activities. 
To deliver electricity to the 
farm s with the least amount 
of interruptions as possible, 
all foliage that interferes with 
the transm issions lines must 
be 
removed. 
Thus, the tree 
trimming and brush removal is 
necessary 
for rural electri­ 
fication and few people have 
valid objections to it. 
On the other hand, however, 
constant removal of such foil- 
age leaves the farm land with­ 
out 
the protection 
of wind­ 
breaks. For many years farm 
agencies have advocated the 
planting of trees along farm 
edges, 
roadways 
and fence 
rows to function as windbreaks 
which serve the practical pur­ 
pose of minimizing the blow­ 
ing away of the top soil in dry 
windy periods. This condition 
is more serious on light sandy 
land like that in some areas 
of 
Dunklin 
County. 
In past 
years during dry periods in the 
summer 
when 
strong winds 
arose, dust storm s have arisen 
in Dunklin County that darkened 
the sky and virtually blotted 
out the sun. That, brother, was 
valuable top soil being blown 
away. 
Clearing the land in the Boot- 
heel flatlands over the years 
for agriculture has laid bare 
vast acreages which, during 
the seasons in which there are 
no crops growing on it, leaves 
it to be eroded by the winds. 
Constant cropping helps to hold 
the soil, but it is impossible 
to have crops growing all the 
time. 
Thus, the case is made for 
greater emphasis in the Boot- 
heel for more trees to be con­ 
stantly planted to at least re­ 
place those removed in land 
clearing and rural electrifica­ 
tion. These could be planted 
along field edges and farm road­ 
ways 
where 
there 
are no 
electric distributions. Remem­ 
ber the tragic condition that 
arose in Oklahoma and Kansas 
in the 30s when a drought struck 
the region that was virtually 
treeless and the winds denuded 
hundreds of square m iles of 
prairie farm land. That condi­ 
tion earned the region the title 
of America’s “ Dust 
Bowl.” 
Thousands of farm families, 
reduced to poverty, were forced 
from the land to travel great 
distances in search of employ- 


ment. They became known, as 
you may recall, as “ Oakies.” 
Contributing to the condition 
in the Bootheel, in addition to 
the constant reduction in the 
tree and brush coverage, are 
the advances in agricultural 
mechanization. Using greatly 
improved high speed machines, 
farm ers now are able to har­ 
vest their crops much faster 
than ever before. After the 
crops 
are 
removed 
large 
acreages can be plowed again 
for the next crop — also much 
faster than ever before. This 
means that the land is now laid 
bare to ravages by winds for 
much longer periods. 
Planting more trees will not 
solve all of open land problem 
in the Bootheel, but it will 
help tremendously. 
THE 
PRIVATE UTILITIES, 
municipal 
plants 
and REA 
cooperatives in the Bootheel 
are to be congratulated on a 
successful promotion of pri­ 
vate yard lighting, using the 
new mercury vapor lights. 
Southeast M issouri is much 
brighter and safer at night than 
ever before with the installa­ 
tion of these lights at farm 
h o m e s , 
rural 
businesses 
establishments and at homes, 
businesses and along streets in 
the towns. Providing consider­ 
ably more light than the in­ 
candescent type formerly used, 
they also aid in cutting down 
on pilferage by lighting up the 
prem ises. 
Literally thousands of these 
greenish - glowing lights have 
been installed in the region.

MASTITIS IS LIKE THE 
COMMON COLD 
A dairy herd is no more im­ 
mune from mastitis than 
a 
human being is from the com­ 
mon cold. 
Each year mastitis costs from 
$13.50 to $31.00 for each cow 
in your dairy herd depending 
upon 
the level 
of infection. 
These costs can be attributed 
to: (1) Reduced Milk Flow — 
Nine healthy cows will produce 
as much milk as ten that have 
chronic mastitis; (2) Discarded 
Milk -- Mastitis milk has lit­ 
tle value and is unfit for food; 
(3) Loss of Cows - Mastitis 
infection shortens productive 
years; some cows die. (4) Ad­ 
ded Labor Costs - Infected 
cows require time and extra 
care; (5) Cost of Treatments. 
DEGREES OF MASTITIS 
There are several degrees of 
mastitis. Sub clinical or “ un­ 
recognized mastitis” cannot be 
observed visually. They can be 
detected only with special tests. 
CLINICAL or “ RECOGNIZED 
MASTITIS” causes pronounced 
changes of the udder and of the 
milk. 
ACUTE MASTITIS causes sud­ 
den swelling of the infected 
quarter, a sharp drop in pro­ 
duction, abnormal milk, obvious 
sickness of the cow. Sometimes 
cows die with this type. 
CHRONIC MASTITIS is the 
most persistant form.

When you can recognize mas­ 
titis by observing the udder

milk it has already cost you 
heavily — it may even be a 
hopeless case. The important 
thing is to find each case in 
its early stages before it be­ 
comes clinically apparent. 
The California Mastitis Test 
was developed to measure even 
slight udder inflammation. It 
is sensitive, quick and reliable, 
and can help you cut your mas­ 
titis losses by detecting in­ 
flammation early. For further 
information about this test con­ 
tact your University Extension 
Center. 
Consider the following in your. 
mastitis program. 
1. The cow -- large pendulous 
udders, easily Injured, leakers, 
age and etc. add to mastitis 
problems. 
2. The milking machines when 
improperly operated are big 
causes of udder irritation.

Massaging and sanitizing will 
aid in keeping mastitis prob­ 
lems down. Proper stimula­ 
tion of milk letdown has re ­ 
sulted in up to 100 lbs. more

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Transplants of Hairy Scalp 


Used to Cover Bald Spots 


Stanleyville Rescue Seen as 
Setback to Red China's Plan 
To Gain Foothold in Africa 


Transplants of many 
small 
pieces of hairy scalp have been 
used successfully 
to 
regrow 
hair on bald spots in the same 
individual, according to a re­ 
port in the Archives of Derma­ 
tology, published be the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association. 
Dr. Samuel Ayres in, Beverly 
Hills, Calif., described 
the 
technique which he has per­ 
formed on 53 patients over a 
two and a half year period. 
The technique is “ a definitive 
and, at tim es, dramatically ef­ 
fective means of permanently 
redistributing the scalp hair in 
such a way as to improve cos­ 
m etically, in varying degrees” 
the loss of hair termed male 
pattern baldness, 
Dr. 
Ayres 
said. 
In this type of baldness a re­ 
ceding front hair line develops 
into a bald area on top of the 
head leaving a border of hair 
around the sides and back of the 
scalp. 
Dr. Ayres said at tim es he 
used skin grafts so sm all they 
only 
had two or three hair 
follicles but the average graft 
contains 10 to 15 hairs. Although 
relatively few 
grafts may be 
done at a session, he explained 
that 
he has 
not infrequently 
periormed 40, 50, or 60 grafts 
and occasionally 75 to 100 or 
more in patients who were high­ 
ly motivated. 
The total number of grafts re­ 
quired to cover a bald area 
may vary from only 20 or 30 
to as many as 300, 400, 500 
or even considerably more for 
relatively complete 
coverage 
of extensive baldness as long as 
the supply from the fringe hair 
is adequate, according to Dr. 
Ayres. 
The 
proper 
placing of the 
grafts requires meticulous at­ 
tention to detail, he added. 
Although the procedure is te­ 
dious for both the patient and 
and the physician, he said, it 
is 
an 
oflice 
surgical 
pro­ 
cedure 
and 
discomfort 
is 
limited to that associated with 
anesthesia. 
Even when the grafting is pur­ 
sued as rapidly as feasible, at 
least 
several 
months 
must 
elapse before definite cosmetic 
results can be seen, it was 
pointed out. 
Dr. 
Ayres also 
cautioned that at least a barely 
discernible scar must neces­ 
sarily 
result 
when the 
full 
thickness 
of the skin is cut 
through. However, 
he said, if 
done properly, an entirely ac­ 
ceptable result can l>e obtained 
especially when they covering 


effect of the subsequent hair 
growth in the grafts is taken 
into account. 
The permanence of the results 
is 
contingent 
upon obtaining 
grafts from the scalp area not 
subject to this type of baldness, 
Dr. Ayres continued, and inas­ 
much as the exact extent and 
pattern varies among individ­ 
uals, the grafts must be ob­ 
tained 
from 
within the 
area 
which is clearly unaffected. 
Although nothing can be done 
to prevent the progression of 
this form of baldness, “ a source 
of great distress to many men,’* 
Dr. 
Ayres 
said, 
additional 
grafting can be performed as 
required to compensate for the 
continued loss. 
Other conditions which could 
be treated by this technique in­ 
clude bald spots due to burns, 
cuts, 
or other 
injuries, 
he 
added. 
Common diffuse thinning of the 
hair in women is not amenable 
to this treatment, he said, but 
modified male pattern baldness 
seen in some women can be 
handled in the same manner. 
Male 
pattern baldness is a 
hereditary growth pattern and 
not a disease, Dr. Ayres pointed 
out in discussing the nature of 
the condition. 
It is now a well-recognized 
fact that there is a propensity 
of certain scalp hair follicles 
in the adult male to become 
progressively transformed into 
follicles producing fine hairs 
rather 
than 
coarse 
hairs 
throughout life, he said. This is 
a 
gene - 
determined inherent 
quality of each individual hair 
follicle in those men having this 
hereditary predisposition, he 
continued. 


“ It 
is triggered by a normal 
adult male androgen (sex hor­ 
mone) level and is completely 
unrelated to such factors as 
scalp 
circulation, 
dandruff, 
scalp muscle tension, or the 
wearing or nonwearing of hats,” 
he 
said. 
“ Male pattern bald­ 
ness, 
occurring 
in 
an adult 
male, is not an expression of 
excess 
androgen 
production, 
reassuring as this popular fal­ 
lacy may be to some bald men.” 
Dr. Ayres said the technique 
he used with modifications in 
only a few minor details was 
developed by Dr. Norman Oren- 
treich, 
New York City, 
“ to 
whom full credit is due.” 
Dr. Ayres is associate clinical 
professor of dermatology, Uni­ 
versity of Southern California 
School of Medicine. 


The United States may take a 
propaganda beating in Africa, 
but the rout of Congolese rebels 
at Stanleyville likely has dam­ 
aged a key Chinese Communist 
enterprise.

can nations. 
The 
Congo 
developments 
strengthen an already strong 
impression 
that 
the 
Peking 
campaign in Africa has been 
directed against the Soviet Un­ 
ion as well as the United States 
and the West. 
This may explain why Mos­ 
cow seemed slow in reacting to 
the events, which easily could 
have 
mushroomed into a big 
international crisis as soon as 
the Kremlin heard of plans to 
use U.S. transport planes to fer­ 
ry Belgian troops to the rebel 
capital at Stanleyville. 


Ordinarily, U.S. involvement 
against a left-oriented rebellion 
would have produced clamor 
and threats from Moscow. This 
time the response was mild. 
Time and again Peking has 
challenged Moscow in Africa. 
Only last week in a violent 
attack on supporters of the fall­ 
en Nikita Khrushchev — an a s ­ 
sault obviously aimed at men 
still in power in Moscow — Red 
China accused the Russians of 
perfidy in the Congo. 
This was an attack on the 
peaceful 
coexistence 
policy 
which the new Soviet regime 
says it will continue. Under this 
policy, the Red Chinese insist­ 
ed, Khrushchev — meaning the 
whole Soviet leadership — ‘'in­ 
structed the Soviet delegate at 
the United Nations to vote for 
the dispatch of forces of aggres- _ 
sion to the Congo, which helped 
the U.S. imperialists suppress 
the Congolese people, and usea 
Soviet transport facilities to 
move so-called U.N. troops to 
the Congo.” 
Red China, busy for some 
time trying to shut the Russians 
out of revolutionary movements 
in Asia and Africa, appears to 
have made Africa the main cold 
war arena. All Red Chinese em­ 
bassies in Africa seem lavishly 
supplied with money to buy sub­ 
version. 
Peking’ s plan appears to have 
been to entrench a usable Com­ 
munist government in the Con­ 


go, Africa’s heart, and work 
from there toward domination 
of other areas. If this was the 
case, the timetable now may be 
badly upset.

MOSCOW (AP) — A mob of 
500 to 800 Asian and African uni­ 
versity students attacked the 
UJ>., Belgian and Congolese 
embassies today in rock-throw­ 
ing 
demonstrations 
against 
Western action in the Congo. 
Screaming anti-West slogans, 
they smashed windows at the 
three buildings and raided the 
ambassador’s office in the Con­ 
golese Embassy. 
The students tried to attack 
the British Embassj also, but 
were unable to get to the build­ 
ing, located behind a gate. 
The students from Patrice 
Lumumba 
University 
a l s o 
splattered ink on the walls of 
the U,S. Embassy and set a 
car afire in front of the build­ 
ing. 
Police roughed up some of the 
demonstrators at the U.S. Em- 
l>assy and tossed one student 
from a second-floor balcony at 
the Congolese quarters. 
No serious injuries were re- 
ported, however. 
Hie students first attacked 
the American building and then 
turned to the Belgian and Con­ 
golese emltassies, demonstra­ 
ting about 20 to 30 minutes at 
each place. 
U.S. Charge d*Affairs Walter 
Stoessel Jr. protested the action 
in strong term s to the Soviet 
Foreign ministry and demanded 
compensation for damage done 
and better Soviet police protec­ 
tion. 
At the U.S. Embassy the stu­ 
dents ignored appeals for calm 
and it took 30 mounted police­ 
men to disperse the crowd. 
Once the demonstration got 
out of hand, police took stern 
m easures. One policeman was 
seen slugging an African stu­ 
dent in the face, knocking him 
to the ground. The policeman 
kicked the student twice with 
heavy boots. 
The car set on fire belonged to 
the New York Times bureau in 
Moscow. 
Students first tore off the door 
of the car and carried it away. 
Then 
they 
threw 
lighted 
matches on the upholstery, en­ 
gulfing the ta r with flames. 
Smoke billowed across broad 
Tchaikovsky Boulvard outside 
the embassy, snarling traffic. 
Students 
staged a 
similar 
demonstration at the Belgian

rnat ; >pokesman said no injuries 
reported among U.S. per­ 
sonnel. 
The demonstrators attheU^S. 
Embassy ripped through a cor­ 
don of 100 policemen to hang 
anti-U«S. slogans on the walls. 
Two students tried to climb a 
fence but were hauled down. 
“ Hands Off the Congo” and 
“ shame to Colonizers” 
read 
signs of the demonstrators. 
The embassy was tipped off 
that a possible demonstration 
would be staged to protest the 
U*S. role in the Congo rescue 
mission.

human consumption.” 
The verdict, reached Friday 
night after only two hours of de­ 
liberation, denied damages to 
the estate of Edwin L. Green 
of Miami, a three-packs-a-day 
smoker who died of lung can­ 
cer in 1957. 
Green’s estate had sued the 
American Tobacco Co.,for $1.5 
million, contending that the can­ 
cer was caused by smoking 
Lucky Strike cigarettes. 
A previous trial jury decided 
that smoking was one of the 
causes of Green’s death. But it 
.said the tobacco company was 
not to blame because it could 
not have known at the time that 
cigarettes might cause cancer. 
An appeals court upheld the 
verdict absolving the company, 
but later ordered a new trial 
after the F l o r i d a Supreme 
Court held that the company’s 
implied warranty” of the pur­ 
ity of its product made it re­ 
sponsible for smoking conse­ 
quences. 
The current jury heard many 
professional witnesses testify 
both for and against the argu­ 
ment that cigarette smoking 
causes cancer.

JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson was ex­ 
pected to give some clue today 
to his view of the major foreign 
policy problem of his adminis­ 
tration — the future of theanti- 
Communist war in South Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson invited reporters to 
his ranch home near here for 
a full-dress, announced-in-ad- 
vance news conference — the 
first of its kind in several 
months. 
It was certain that the prickly 
Viet Nam dilemma would figure 
prominently in the questioning. 
Johnson, 
who 
will confer 
Tuesday 
in Washington with 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, U.S. 
amtiassador to South Viet Nam, 
acted in advance of the news 
conference to discourage spec­ 
ulation that he plans to order a 
major expansion of the Viet­ 
namese conflict. 
A White House source, who 
declined to be identified, said 
Friday the purpose of the John- 
son-Taylor meeting “ is not to 
make some horrendous deci­ 
sion.” 
This individual, quite obvi­ 
ously, spoke with the authority 
and encouragement of the Pres­ 
ident. It was equally apparent 
Johnson had been disturbed by 
published speculation that he 
might be on the brink of order­ 
ing a dramatic expansion of the 
war effort. 
The source sought to depict 
Taylor’s current round of Wash­ 
ington conferences as no more 
dramatic or startling than any 
of the 12 or 13 similar sessions 
held during the past year. 
Taylor consulted Friday with 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara. The ambas­ 
sador, who was slated for more 
talks at the State Department 
today, avoided any public state­ 
ments and avoided newsmen. 
It was evident that any final 
decisions affecting the future 
course of American policy in 
Viet Nam would await the John- 
son-Taylor meeting. For this 
reason, Johnson’s news confer­ 
ence was awaited for some di­ 
rect advance hint of the Presi­ 
dent’s attitude. 
In past statements on the sub­ 
ject, Johnson has seemed reluc­ 
tant to espouse any course that 
might involve the United States 
in a major land war in South­ 
east Asia. 
Johnson, arguing always that 
he follows an eight-yea r-old pol­ 
icy of helping the South Viet­ 
namese help themselves, has 
said several times that he would 
welcome any promising propos­ 
al to neutralize Viet Nam in 
peace and freedom. But he has 
scoffed at the idea that the 
North Vietnamese Communists 
would accept any such plan. 
Several 
tim es, there have 
been suggestions from official 
quarters for an extension of the 
war into North Viet Nam. In the 
past, Johnson always scored the 
suggestions and limited himself 
to 
what amounted to minor 
stepups in the American effort 
within South Viet Nam.

Pollee roughed up some of the 
demonstrators at the U-S. Em­ 
bassy and tossed one student 
from a second-floor Imlcony at 
the Congolese quarters. 
No serious injuries were re­ 
ported, however.

JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson was ex­ 
pected to give some clue today 
to his view of the major foreign 
policy problem of his adminis­ 
tration — the future of theanti- 
Communist war in South Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson invited reporters to 
his ranch home near here for 
a 
full-dress, announced-in-ad- 
vance news conference — the 
first of its kind in several 
months. 
It was certain that the prickly 
Viet Nam dilemma would figure 
prominently in the juestioning. 
Johnson, 
who 
will confer 
Tut day 
in Washington with 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, U.S. 
amliassador to South Viet Nam, 
acted in advance of the news 
conference to discourage spec­ 
ulation that he plans to order a 
major expansion of the Viet­ 
namese conflict. 
A White House source, who 
declined to be identified, said 
Friday the purpose of the John- 
son-Taylor meeting “ is not to 
make some horrendous deci­ 
sion." 
Tins individual, quite obvi­ 
ously, spoke with the authority 
and encouragement of the Pres­ 
ident. It was equally apparent 
Johnson had been disturbed by 
published speculation that he 
might be on the brink of order­ 
ing a dramatic expansion of the 
; war effort. 
Tile source sought to depict 
Taylor's current round of Wash­ 
ington conferences as no more 
dramatic or startling than any 
of the 12 or 13 similar sessions 
held during the past year. 
Taylor consulted Friday with 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert S. McNamara. The ambas­ 
sador, who was slated for more 
talks at the State Department 
today, avoided any public state­ 
ments and avoided newsmen. 
It was evident that any final 
decisions affecting the future 
course of American policy in 
Viet Nam would await the John­ 
son.Taylor meeting. For this 
reason, Johnson's news confer­ 
ence was awaited for some di­ 
rect advance hint of the Presi­ 
dent’s attitude. 
In past statements on the sub­ 
ject, Johnson has seemed reluc­ 
tant to espouse any course that 
might involve the United States 
in a major land war in South­ 
east Asia. 
Johnson, arguing always that 
he follows an eight-year-old pol­ 
icy of helping the South Viet­ 
namese help themselves, has 
said several times that he would 
welcome any promising propos­ 
al to neutralize Viet Nam in 
peace and freedom. But he has 
scoffed at the idea that the 
North Vietnamese Communists 
would accept any such plan.

been suggestions from official 
quarters for an extension of the 
war into North Viet Nam. Lithe 
past, Johnson always scored the

load. 
, To meet that challenge, the petroleum industry 
must find and develop vast new reserves in 
the next few years. Production techniques m i,3t 
be further improved.

dollars into the risky business of d rillin g 
thousands of new wells every year in the search 
oil and gas fields. 
Only 3 out of 100 
Wells drilled in untested areas find commercial 
quantities of petroleum. 
• Facts and figures like these make it clear 
why it is vital to the nation to maintain a 
strong, free and competitive petroleum in­ 
dustry.

Failures of our foreign aid 
policy can be pointed out in 
many spots over the world.

It was 
form erly the frontier area of 
French Indo-China. Most of its 
people live in prim itive rural 
villages, isolated one from the 
other and from the capital city 
by a lack of roads and other 
communication facilities. 
Only eight per cent of the land 
is under 
c u l t i v a t i o n . 
The 
farmer in a rural village grows 
what he needs or b arte rs off 
his surplus with other farm ers. 
The illiteracy rate is eighty- 
five per cent. The average life 
expectancy is about thirty-five 
years. Laos is not fam iliar with 
a money economy and talk about 
“ per capita incom e" is mean­ 
ingless except to foreign aid 
theorists. 
The foreign aid theory is that 
the 
United States can check 
communism 
by 
pouring out 
money 
all 
over 
the world. 
American taxpayers' 
m o n e y 
certainly has been poured into 
Laos. The results were summed 
up in a report by a subcom­ 
m ittee of the House Committee 
on 
Government 
Operations, 
after extensive hearings. 
The investigating group found 
that Laos had obtained more aid 
than its economy could absorb. 
Excessive cash grants caused 
inflation that doubled the cost.

powers — failed dismally in 
Laos. It is not a sound theory. 
It pays no attention to such im­ 
portant factors as these: Are 
the recipients of the aid worthy 
of it? Can the aid actually be 
used to help them? Can sub­ 
version be controlled? Can out­ 
side 
predatory 
forces 
be 
neutralized? Are we ourselves 
able to plan our aid intelligent­ 
ly and execute it efficiently? 
In Laos, instead of economic 
growth, the foreign aid theory 
brought chaos. Instead of peace, 
it brought war. You read of the 
unhappy results in your news­ 
papers almost every day, and 
what you read Is a condem­ 
nation of the foreign aid policy 
of the United States.

animously held that the manu­ 
facturer of 
a 
tradem arked, 
brand-nam e product has the 
right to protect the good name 
of his wares - which we think is 
a 
high 
reasonable 
view. 
Equally important, the “ Quality 
Stabilization Bill of 1963" (H.R. 
3669) 
now 
before 
Congress 
offers a practical means for 
the m anufacturer of established 
reputation 
to 
exercise that 
right. 
Such legislation would protect 
consum ers and the sm all, in­ 
dependent retailers on every 
Main Street in America as well 
as the m anufacturer from the 
depredations of the discount 
house and the cu t-rater who 
depends on luring people into 
his store with “ bargains" in 
famous brands in order to sell 
quantities of less favored m er­ 
chandise at prices that are far 
from a bargain. 
The first victim of bait m er­ 
chandising is the established, 
independent m erchant who can­ 
not afford either to give away 
profits or to sell shoddy m er­ 
chandise to make up for his 
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advertised generosity. And the 
next victim, of course, is the 
consum er, whose pocketbook is 
best protected by honest, com­ 
petitive prices at every counter 
in the sto re. Furtherm ore,un­ 
less 
relief 
is afforded from 
such sharp practices more and 
more consum ers will be getting 
less 
(not 
m ore) 
for 
their 
money — to the ultimate In­ 
jury of the entire economy. 


Opponents of the bill who are 
trying to forestall its passage 
charge that It is “ fair trad e" 
legislation under another name. 
But this is far from the fact 
since: 


Relief under the measure, is 
restricted to m anufacturers of

It should be obvious that 
no 
manufacturer 
of competitive 
goods would be able to 
use 
such legislation to support ex­ 
orbitant prices, since he must 
still keep prices as low as his 
costs will perm it if he is to 
stay in business. 
In 
recommending 
passage 
of the Quality Stabilization Bill, 
the 
House Commerce 
Com­ 
m ittee says it is “ essential" 
and “ would tend to maximize 
sales and em ploym ent". And, 
as every Congressman and Sen­ 
ator should realize, its passage 
would be an act of simple jus­ 
tice 
to 
reputable 
manu­ 
facturers, honest retailers and 
frequently 
bewildered 
con­ 
sum ers.

LBJ E scalates Labor Secy. 
Wirtz To Inner C ircle: Cabinet 
Man Extricated President From 
Grueling C rises 
Washington, D. C.: — To un­ 
derstand fully some of Lyndon 
Johnson's home front policies 
these next few years, it would 
be well for the public to take 
a close look at a relative “ new­ 
com er" to the White House in­ 
ner circle. He is Secretary of 
Labor W. W illard W irtz, a quiet, 
fighting liberal whose charm , 
wit and iron whimsy the P re s­ 
ident has grown to adm ire and 
trust. 
W irtz, who undoubtedly will 
stay on as labor secretary, 
has 
been 
escalating in in­ 
fluence since Mr. Johnson a s ­ 
signed him a small White House 
office in the midst of the cam ­ 
paign. During the election battle 
W irtz 
became 
m ore 
than a 
Cabinet member. He was part 
strategist, part phrase m aker. 
But what the President most 
appreciated was W irtz' taking 
him out of the night and day 
business of labor relations on 
the churning industrial front. 
Today the President is free of 
it, the record shows, and has 
far 
m o r e 
t i m e 
for the 
clim actic international scene. 
In a conversation with this 
columnist the other day, Mr. 
W irtz pointed out that the week 
that was had set a 
“ pretty 
fair record for labor peace." 
“ The automobile strikes were 
settled, a disagreem ent in the 
vital D etroit tool and die field 
had quieted, the rail dispute 
wound up tem porarily at least, 
the Detroit newspaper stoppage 
term inated, and the pulp and 
paper strik e rs went back after 
13 d ays," he summed up with 
quiet satisfaction. 
“ But President Johnson was 
in none of these frays, nor was 
I but briefly. It was all handled 
by our mediation se rv ic es." 
Thus the country appears to 
be on the road to free collec­ 
tion bargaining between labor 
and industry --a policy to which 
Mr. Wirtz had dedicated him­ 
self after he was sworn in back 
on September 25, 1962. 
The record shows that P res­ 
ident Johnson did not interfere 
in the massive auto strikes at 
GM and Ford. Neither did he 
move into the Detroit newspa­ 
per strike or the threatened na­ 
tional railroad stoppage. His 
policy was to keep informed but 
not become involved. It was 
Wirtz* tactic too. 
The Federal Mediation Servic e 
was deep in the auto conflict. 
As for the railroad rumpus, 
Mr. Wirtz kept his participation 
down to two or three hours 
in all during the long haul. At 
the 
end, the administration 


policy held firm . There was no 
call from Mr. Johnson -- only 
a pro formal telegram from the 
labor secretary when It went 
down to the wire. 
There were but two or three 
phone calls to the West Coast 
pulp and paper strik e rs, in­ 
cluding one request from Mr. 
W irtz that the strike be post­ 
poned. The request was not 
honored. 
The 
govern m e n t 
sim ply let both sides fight it 
out in the presence of federal 
m ediators. 
The labor secretary has been 
deep only in the waterfront 
crisis. But he has made it 
clear 
to 
the longshoremen’s 
leader that the President will 
stay 
out. 
This 
was reem ­ 
phasized by Mr. W irtz during 
a two - hour meeting with 
“ T ed" 
Gleason, 
the dock- 
wallopers 
president, in the 
Labor Dept, here on Friday, 
Nov. 20. Mr. Wirtz said, in ef­ 
fect, that there would not be 
any personal telephone calls 
from 
the 
President 
to Mr. 
Gleason as there had been d ur­ 
ing a sim ilar crisis in Decem­ 
ber 1962. 
The longshoremen are free to 
strike and tie up international 
cargoes on Dec. 20. 
“ Docks and steel will be the 
two m ajor tests of this policy," 
Mr. 
W irtz 
asserted. 
“ TTiis 
policy will be just as absolute 
during 
the 
steel 
Industry 
negotiations. There has been no 
government 
participation and 
we hope there will not be any. 
But we’re still prem ature on 
ste e l." 
Nor will there be any change 
in the laws on labor em er­ 
gencies, he believed. The Taft- 
Hartley 80-day cooling-off p e r­ 
iod appears to be sufficient. 
Mr. W irtz dem urs when any 
mention is made of his personal 
influence with the President. He 
points out that what is needed 
is less tim e spent on collection 
bargaining and m ore on the ad­ 
m inistration’s new policy of 
government. 
“ It makes it a lot easier to 
work overtime on our full em ­ 
ploy m e n t 
opportunity 
pro­ 
gram," he added. 
When it was pointed out that 
he had once had a brief but 
successful 
political c a r e e r 
when he ran for a place on the 
Winnetka, n i., Library Board, 
at about the time his intimate 
friend Gov. Adlai Stevenson had 
appointed him part-time Liquor 
Control C o m m i s s i o n e r , 
he 
laughed 
“ Oh," said the man who had 
been Adlai Stevenson’s chief 
speech writer, “ I did win that 
one 272 to nothing.

load. 
To meet that challenge, the petroleum md jstry 
must find and develop vast new reserves in 
the next few years. Production techniques rn 1st 
be further improved.

A STORY OF FAILURE 
Failures of our foreign aid 
policy can be pointed out in 
many spots over the world.One 
of the most glaring failures 
has been in the small country of 
Laos. 
Laos is a landlocked country 
of some ninety thousand square 
miles and an estimated popula­ 
tion of three million. It was 
formerly the frontier area of 
French Indo-China. Most of its 
people live in primitive rural 
villages, isolated one from the 
other and from the capital city 
by a lack of roads and other 
communication facilities. 
Only eight per cent of the land 
is under 
c u ltiv a tio n . 
The 
farm er in a rural village grows 
what he needs or barters off 
his surplus with other farm ers. 
The illiteracy rate is eighty- 
five per cent. The average life 
expectancy is about thirty-five 
years. Laos is not familiar with 
a money economy and talk about 
“ per capita income" is mean­ 
ingless except to foreign aid 
theorists. 
The foreign aid theory is that 
the United States can check 
communism 
by 
pouring out 
money 
all 
over 
the world. 
American taxpayers’ 
m oney 
certainly has been poured into 
Laos. The results were summed 
up in a report by a subcom­ 
mittee of the House Committee 
on 
Government 
Operations, 
after extensive hearings. 
The investigating group found 
that Laos had obtained more aid 
than its economy could absorb. 
Excessive cash grants caused 
inflation that doubled the cost.. 
of living in Laos between 1953 


"To Unity in the Brotherly Family of 
Communist Countries!” 


and 1958. Profiteering through 
import licenses and false in­ 
voices ran wild, making pos­ 
sible the purchase of U. S. cash 
grant dollars for thirty-five kip 
'the monetary unit in Laos) 
when the dollar could be ex­ 
changed in the free market for 
110 kip. 
One of the most significant 
findings of the congressional 
committee was that the con­ 
centration of aid among mer­ 
chants and public officials in the 
few urban centers tended to 
promote 
communist 
sub­ 
version. 
Listing 
names and 
specific offenses, the commit­ 
tee found that American direc­ 
tion of foreign aid was char­ 
acter! zed by incompetence, 
mismanagement, and corrup­ 
tio n . 
T h is situation 
also 
strengthened communism. 
The foreign aid theory -- that 
money expended under the pro­ 
gram will bring about self- 
sustaining economic growth and 
reduce the danger of conflict 
caused- by aggressive 
minor 
powers -- failed dismally in 
Laos. It Is not a sound theory. 
It pays no attention to such im­ 
portant factors as these: Are 
the recipients of the aid worthy 
of it? Can the aid actually be 
used to help them? Can sub­ 
version be controlled? Can out­ 
side 
predatory 
forces 
be 
neutralized? Are we ourselves 
able to plan our aid intelligent­ 
ly and execute it efficiently? 
In Laos, instead of economic 
growth, the foreign aid theory 
brought chaos. Instead of peace, 
it brought war. You read of the 
unhappy results in your news­ 
papers almost every day, and 
what you read is a condem­ 
nation ot the foreign aid policy 
of the United States.

Mr. Rivers represents the dis­ 
trict where the south first fired 
on the Stars and Stripes, there­ 
by precipitating the Civil War.

Powell has been touring Hawaii 
recently, with one of his sec­ 
retaries, Miss Corrine Huff, the 
first Negro ever

—NO SOUTH CAROLINA 
BASES CUT— 
Next door is an elegant array 


of offices for Powell’s Educa­ 
tion and Labor Committee,also 
with a balcony and private bath­ 
room for the chairman. 
Ordinarily, the suite would be 
reserved for an elder congres­ 
sional statesman, but Adam, 
who rates 47th in the House, 
has already been around to see 
about special drapes for the 
12-foot-high windows. 
Such are the powers 
and 
privileges 
of 
a committee 
chairman. 
It should be noted, however, 
that neither President Johnson 
nor the late John F. Kennedy 
ever had any trouble getting 
Powell to report out Legisla­ 
tion. He has an excellent rec­ 
ord for Legislative speed.

most any weekend he wants 
to fly down to Charleston, an 
Air Force plane is waiting for 
him at the Mats Terminal in 
Washington, with another Mats

Charleston Monday morning to 
take Trim back to Washington. 
This is better service than 
any other known congressman 
gets, and if s all because Riv­ 
ers has been No. 2 man on the 
House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee.

Carl Vinson of 
Georgia, 
Rivers 
becomes 
chairman. 
Rivers’ junkets abroad have 
caused so much embarrassment 
that for some time House lead­ 
ers put roadblocks in his path. 
His problem has been alcohol. 


When the courtly and usually

congressman from 
South Carolina goes on a bender 
he really bends. There is no 
midway about it. 
And some of his escapades 
abroad, especially one in the 
Savoy Hotel in London, caused 
red faces among the military 
escort officers entrusted with 
the job of chaperoning him. 
However, seniority being what 
it is in Congress, Rivers now' 
automatically steps up to be 
chairman of the House Armed 
Services Committee. 
—REBELLION AGAINST

This is one reason why the 
young Turks headed by Rep. 
Dick Bolling of Kansas City 
are leading a revolt against 
seniority, 
also 
why various 
others are working behind the 
scenes to change this antiquated 
system. 
Bolling proposes to give the 
speaker sole pow’er to appoint 
committee 
chairmen. 
This 
would give him considerable 
pow'er in passing legislation, 
but kindly speaker John Mc­ 
Cormack of Boston, now 73, 
would be almost certain to lean 
toward congressional oldsters. 
Friendship, with John, is usual­ 
ly more important than policy. 
Another proposal has been to 
rotate committee 
chairman­ 
ships every five or ten years. 
Still another has been to re ­ 
tire a chairman after the age 
of 70. None of these solutions 
is considered perfect. 
The only sure fact is that a 
majority of a mere one vote 
is required in the Democratic 
caucuses of the House and Sen­ 
ate to change the entire anti­ 
quated system. 
A little telephoning by the man 
in the White House who needs to 
get his program passed would 
easily get that one vote margin. 
But the betting odds are that 
Lyndon, raised as a southern 
senator, will stick with his old 
cronies, the committee chair­ 
men, no matter how much pain 
and anguish it will cause him 
later.

trademarked, 
brand-name product has the 
right to protect the good name 
of his wares - which we think is 
a 
high 
reasonable 
view. 
Equally important, the “ Quality 
Stabilization Bill of 1963" (H.R. 
3669) 
now before 
Congress 
offers a practical means for 
the manufacturer of established 
reputation 
to exercise that 
right. 
Such legislation would protect 
consumers and the small, in­ 
dependent retailers on every 
Main Street in America as well 
as the manufacturer from the 
depredations of the discount 
house and the cut-rater who 
depends on luring people into 
his store with “ bargains” in 
famous brands in order to sell 
quantities of less favored m er­ 
chandise .it prices that are far 
from a bargain. 
The first victim of bait m er­ 
chandising is the established, 
independent merchant who can- _ 
not afford either to give away" 
profits or to sell shoddy m er­ 
chandise to make up for his 


advertised generosity. And the 
next victim, of course, is the 
consumer, whose pocketbook Is 
best protected by honest, com­ 
petitive prices at every counter 
in the store. Furtherm ore,un­ 
less 
relief 
is afforded from 
such sharp practices more and 
more consumers will begetting 
less 
(not 
more) 
for 
their 
money — to the ultimate in­ 
jury of the entire economy. 


Opponents of the bill who are 
trying to forestall its passage 
charge that it is “ fair trade” 
legislation under another name. 
But this is far from the fact 
since: 
Relief under the measure, is 
restricted to manufacturers of 
competitive goods — “ goods 
usable for the same general 
purpose” 
being available to 
the 
consumer 
from

sources. 
And since such relief merely 
allows the owner of the abused

I Inside Labor

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LBJ Escalates Labor Secy. 
Wirtz To Inner Circle: Cabinet 
Man Extricated President From 
Grueling Crises 
Washington, D. C.: — To un­ 
derstand fully some of Lyndon 
Johnson’s home front policies 
these next few years, it would 
be well for the public to take 
a close look at a relative “ new­ 
com er" to the White House in­ 
ner circle. He is Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wirtz, a quiet, 
fighting liberal whose charm, 
wit and iron whimsy the P res­ 
ident has grown to admire and 
trust. 
Wirtz, who undoubtedly will 
stay on as labor secretary, 
has 
been 
escalating in in­ 
fluence since Mr. Johnson a s­ 
signed him a small White House 
office in the midst of the cam ­ 
paign. During the election battle 
Wirtz 
became 
more 
than a 
Cabinet member. He was part 
strategist, part phrase maker. 
But what the President most 
appreciated was Wirtz’ taking 
him out of the night and day 
business of labor relations on 
the churning industrial front. 
Today the President is free of 
it, the record shows, and has 
far 
m o r e 
t i me 
for the 
climactic international scene. 
In a conversation with this 
columnist the other day, Mr. 
Wirtz pointed out that the week 
that was had set a 
"pretty 
fair record for labor peace." 
"The automobile strikes were 
settled, a disagreement in the 
vital Detroit tool and die field 
had quieted, the rail dispute 
wound up temporarily at least, 
the Detroit newspaper stoppage 
terminated, and the pulp and 
paper strikers went back after 
13 days," he summed up with 
quiet satisfaction. 
"But President Johnson was 
in none of these frays, nor was 
I but briefly. It was all handled 
by our mediation services." 
Thus the country appears to 
be on the road to free collec­ 
tion bargaining between labor 
and industry —a policy to which 
Mr. Wirtz had dedicated him­ 
self after he was sworn in back 
on September 25, 1962. 
The record shows that P res­ 
ident Johnson did not interfere 
in the massive auto strikes at 
GM and Ford. Neither did he 
move into the Detroit newspa­ 
per strike or the threatened na­ 
tional railroad stoppage. His 
policy was to keep informed but 
not become involved. It was 
W irtz’ tactic too. 
The Federal Mediation Service 
was deep in the auto conflict. 
As for the railroad rumpus, 
Mr. Wirtz kept his participation 
down to two or three hours 
in all during the long haul. At 
the 
end, the administration 


policy held firm. There was no 
call from Mr. Johnson -- only 
a pro formal telegram from the 
labor secretary when it went 
down to the wire. 
There were but two or three 
phone calls to the West Coast 
pulp and paper strikers, in­ 
cluding one request from Mr. 
Wirtz that the strike be post­ 
poned. The request was not 
honored. 
The 
governm ent 
simply let both sides fight it 
out in the presence of federal 
mediators. 
The labor secretary has been 
deep only in the waterfront 
crisis. But he has made it 
clear 
to 
the longshoremen's 
leader that the President will 
stay 
out. 
This 
was reem ­ 
phasized by Mr. Wirtz during 
a two - hour meeting with 
"Ted" 
Gleason, 
the dock- 
waliopers 
president, 
in the 
Labor Dept, here on Friday, 
Nov. 20. Mr. Wirtz said, in ef­ 
fect, that there would not be 
any personal telephone calls 
from 
the 
President 
to Mr. 
Gleason as there had been dur­ 
ing a sim ilar crisis in Decem­ 
ber 1962. 
The longshoremen are free to 
strike and tie up international 
cargoes on Dec. 20. 
"Docks and steel will be the 
two major tests of this policy," 
Mr. 
Wirtz 
asserted. 
"TTiis 
policy will be just as absolute 
during 
the 
steel 
industry 
negotiations. There has been no 
government 
participation and 
we hope there will not be any. 
But we’re still premature on 
steel." 
Nor will there be any change 
in the laws on labor em er­ 
gencies, he believed. The Taft- 
Hartley 80-day cooling-off per­ 
iod appears to be sufficient. 
Mr. Wirtz demurs when any 
mention is made of his personal 
influence with the President. He 
points out that what is needed 
is less time spent on collection 
bargaining and more on the ad­ 
ministration’s new policy of 
government. 
"It makes it a lot easier to 
work overtime on our full em ­ 
ploy me n t 
opportunity 
pro­ 
gram ," he added. 
When it was pointed out that 
he had once had a brief but 
successful 
political c a r e e r 
when he ran for a place on the 
Winnetka, 111., Library Board, 
at about the time his intimate 
friend Gov. Adlai Stevenson had 
appointed him part-tim e Liquor 
Control C o mmi s s i o n e r , 
he 
laughed 
"Oh," said the man who had 
been Adlai Stevenson’s chief 
speech w riter, "I did win that 
one 272 to nothing. But I ran 
on a slogan of a Bourbon with 
every book."

DIAPER HYGIENE: 
12-15 months — 
By Erm a W. Macready, R. N. 
Baby, between twelve and fif­ 
teen months of age, doesn’t 
seetn to be a baby anymore. 
From a tiny helpless infant, 
baby has become a sturdy and 
agile little person with a mind 
of his own. 
Many m others, at this time, 
become conscious of baby’s need 
for 
less 
changes. Baby now 
usually is able to stay dry for 
as long as two hours at a time. 
As a result, mothers often de­ 
velop a false sense of security 
about the threat of diaper rash. 
If baby doesn’t wet so often, 
they reason, there no longer 
is any need for concern. 
This fallacy is the subject of 
this sixth in a series of guest 
columns by baby care counsel­ 
ors on maintaining good diaper 
hygiene during baby’s entire 
diaper wearing age. 
It is a mistake to think that 
diaper rash occurs only d ur­ 
ing baby’s early months. Babies 
can get diaper rash as long as 
they wear diapers. For that 
m atter, the most distressing 
and dangerous cases of diaper 
rash tend to l>e among older 
babies. This was found to be 
so in a study reported in the 
Journal of Diseases of Chil­ 
dren published by the Am eri­ 
can Medical Association. The 
study showed 
that the most 
serious cases of diaper rash did 
not occur in infants but in chil­ 
dren over one year of age. 
The possibility of diaper rash 
rem ains as long as diapers are 
worn. It is therefore important 
that the fastidious diapering 
routine followed when baby was 
younger 
be 
continued. Baby 
should be changed promptly with 
correctly processed diapers. 
Even 
throughout 
the 
toilet 
training period when training 
pants are worn by day and dia­ 
pers for naps and at night, dia­ 
pers should lie processed just 
as carefully as in previous 
months. The six steps in the 
proper processing of diapers 
at home are explained in a 
free booklet, “ A Mothers Guide 
to Diaper Hygiene.” W rite, the 
National Baby Care Council,

Here’s another hint for the 
comfort of a growing baby. Make 
sure the diaper is not too small 
nor pinned too tightly. Nothing 
upsets baby more quickly than 
restricted motion.

As a resu lt, m others often d e­ 
velop a false sen se of security 
about the th reat of d iap er rash.

This fallacy is the subject of 
th is sixth in a s e rie s of guest 
colum ns by haby c a re counsel­ 
o rs on m aintaining good dialler 
hygiene during b ab y 's e n tire 
diap er w earing age. 
It is a m istake to think that 
diaper rash o ccu rs only d u r­ 
ing baby’s early m onths. Babies 
can get diaper ra sh as long as 
they w ear d iap ers. F o r that 
m atter, 
the m ost d istre ssin g 
and dangerous case s of dialler 
rash tend to tie among older 
babies. T his was found to be 
so in a study rep o rted in the 
Journal of D iseases of C hil­ 
dren published by the A m eri­ 
can Medical A ssociation. The 
study showed 
that the m ost 
serio u s cases of dialler rash did 
not occur in infants but in ch il­ 
dren over one 
y ear of age. 
The possibility of d iap er rash 
rem ains as long a s diallers are 
worn.

LAND PRICES-A BIG 
QUESTION 
Land sales and land prices 
have been subjects of wide­ 
spread Interest in this area 
for some time, and many people 
are wondering what the future 
holds along this line. Recent­ 
ly, I ran across som e informa­ 
tion from the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture that contained 
som e interesting figures rela­ 
tive to this matter. 
According to this information, 
farmland values on July 1,1964 
were up six percent as com­ 
pared to those of a year earlier. 
This increase was about equal 
to that of the preceeding year. 
The average 
market value of 
farm real estate in the United 
States amounts to approximate­ 
ly $48,000 per farm compared 
to $33,600 in 1959 and $19,- 
000 in 1955. That land values 
have varied widely in different 
parts of the country is indicated 
by the facts that land prices 
increased three percent in the 
Lake States, five percent in the 
Corn Belt and Mountain States, 
and ten percent in the South­ 
eastern and Delta States during 
the past year. Since the 1957- 
59 period, the cumulative av­ 
erage 
market value per acre 
has increased at least 50 per­ 
cent for the Southeast, Delta, 
and Southern Plain States com­ 
pared to a 35 percent increase 
for 
the 
continental 
U n ited 
States as a whole. 
Several factors have been r e ­ 
sponsible for the increase in 
land prices: 


Une very important factor has 
l>een 
the 
demand 
by farm 
owners for additional land with 
which to enlarge their farms. 
At present, about one-half of 
all land purchased in the U.S. 
are for this purpose. As a re­ 
sult of changes in farm owner­ 
ship, the average U. S. farm 
is over 15 percent larger than 
five years ago. That Stoddard 
County has been affected by 
this change is indicated by the 
facts that the number of farms 
in the county decreased 771 
farms from 1954 through 1959 
and the average size of farm 
increased 33 acres during this 
period. 
Another important factor has 
been the availability of credit. 
Over 80 percent of the farm­ 
land is Ixmght on credit to­ 
day; whereas, le ss than one- 
haif of the farm real estate 
purchases were credit financed 
in the mid 1940’s. 


The demand for land for high­ 
ways, recreational areas, the 
expansion of towns and cities 
and other such public uses has 
helloed to stimulate land prices. 
Of course, we have seen lots of 
land converted to such uses in 
this area during the past few 
years. 
A 
factor that has had con­ 
siderable effect on land prices 
has been the capital gains con­ 
sideration. Due to the widen­ 
ing gap l>etween land prices 
and farm income, m any land 
purchases are based more on 
what the farm 
will sell for in 
the future than what the farm 
earns today.

What at>out the future?

cording to outlook information 
from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, the trend toward 
. larger farms is likely to con­ 
tinue, the demand for land is 
likely to remain strong, and 
the average value per farm is 
expected to increase. 
Of course, land prices in this 
area have increased more dur­ 
ing the past year or two than 
the

figures quoted 
above would indicate.

THE 
LATE 
FALL 
AND 
WINTER season in the Boot- 
heel is a tim e for tree trim ­ 
ming and brush control work 
along ru ral power lines, since 
crops are 
usually harvested 
at that tim e and such work can 
proceed 
without 
interference 
with farm ing activities. 
To deliver electricity to the 
farm s with the least amount 
of interruptions as possible, 
all foliage that interferes with 
the transm issions lines must 
be 
rem oved. 
Thus, the tree 
trim m ing and brush rem oval is 
necessary 
for rural e le c tri­ 
fication and few people have 
valid objections to it. 
On the other hand, however, 
constant rem oval of such foil- 
age leaves the farm land with­ 
out 
the protection 
of wind­ 
breaks. F o r many years farm 
agencies 
have advocated the 
planting of tre es along farm 
edges, 
roadways 
and fence 
rows to function as windbreaks 
which serve the practical pur­ 
pose of minim izing the blow­ 
ing away of the top soil in dry 
windy periods. This condition 
is m ore serious on light sandy 
land like that in some areas 
of 
Dunklin 
County. 
In past 
years during dry periods in the 
sum m er 
when 
strong winds 
arose, dust storm s have arisen 
in Dunklin County that darkened 
the sky and virtually blotted 
out the sun. That, brother, was 
valuable top soil l>eing blown 
away. 
C learing the land in the Boot- 
heel flatlands over the years 
for agriculture has laid bare 
vast acreages which, 
during 
the seasons in which there are 


110 crops growing on it, leaves 
it to be eroded by the winds. 
Constant cropping helps to hold 
the soil, but it is im possible 
to have crops growing all the 
tim e. 
Thus, the case is made for 
g reater em phasis in the Boot- 
heel for m ore trees to be con­ 
stantly planted to at least re ­ 
place 
those removed in land 
clearing and ru ral electrifica­ 
tion. 
These could lie planted 
along field edges and farm road­ 
ways 
where 
there 
are no 
elec tric distributions. Remem­ 
ber the tragic condition that 
arose in Oklahoma and Kansas 
in the 30s when a drought struck 
the region that was virtually 
tre e le ss and the winds denuded 
hundreds of sqrlire m iles of 
p rairie farm land. That condi­ 
tion earned the region the title 
of A m erica's "D ust 
Bowl.’’ 
Thousands of farm fam ilies, 
reduced to poverty, were forced 
from the land to travel great 
distances in search of employ­ 


m ent. They became known, as 
you may recall, as "O ak ies." 
Contributing to the condition 
in the Bootheel, in addition to 
the constant reduction in the 
tre e and brush coverage, are 
the advances in agricultural 
m echanization. 
Using greatly 
im proved high speed m achines, 
farm ers now are able to h ar­ 
vest their crops much faster 
than ever before. 
After the 
crops 
are 
rem oved 
large 
acreages can be plowed again 
for the next crop — also much 
faster than ev er before. This 
m eans that the land is now laid 
bare to ravages by winds for 
much longer periods. 
Planting m ore tre e s will not 
solve all of open land problem 
in the 
Bootheel, but 
it will 
help trem endously. 
THE 
PRIVATE UTILITIES, 
municipal 
plants 
and REA 
cooperatives 
in the Bootheel 
are to be congratulated on a 
successful prom otion of p ri­ 
vate yard lighting, using the 
new m ercury vapor lights. 
Southeast 
M issouri is much 
brig h ter and safer at night than 
ev er l>efore with the installa­ 
tion of these lights at farm 
h o m e s , 
ru ral 
b u sin e sse s 
establishm ents and at homes, 
businesses and along stre e ts in 
the towns. Providing consider­ 
ably more light than the in­ 
candescent type form erly used, 
they also aid in cutting down 
on pilferage by lighting up the 
prem ises.

LANI) PRICES-A BIG 
QUESTION 
Land sales and land prices 
have l>een subjects of wide­ 
spread interest in this area 
for some tim e, and many people 
are wondering what the future 
holds along this line. Recent­ 
ly, I ran acro ss some inform a­ 
tion from the U. S. Department 
of A griculture that contained 
som e interesting figures re la ­ 
tive to this m atter. 
According to this information, 
farm land values on July 1,1964 
were up six percent as com ­ 
pared to those of a year earlier. 
This increase was about equal 
to that of the preceeding year. 
The average 
m arket value of 
farm real estate in the United 
States amounts to approxim ate- 
ly $48,000 per farm compared 
to $33,600 in 1959 and $19,- 
000 in 1955, That land values 
have varied widely in different 
p arts of the country is indicated 
by the facts that land prices 
increased three percent in the 
Lake States, five percent in the 
Corn Belt and Mountain States, 
and ten i>ercent in the South­ 
eastern and Delta States during 
the past year. Since the 1957- 
59 f>oriod, the cumulative av­ 
erage 
m arket value per acre 
has int reused at least 50 per- 
ceht for the Southeast, Delta, 
and Southern Plain States com ­ 
pared to a 35 percent increase 
for 
the 
continental 
U n ite d 
States as a whole. 
Several factors have been r e ­ 
sponsible for the increase in. 
land prices: 


One very im portant factor has 
been 
the 
demand 
by farm 
owners for additional land with 
which to enlarge th eir farm s. 
At present, about one-half of 
all land purchased in the U.S. 
a re for this purpose. As a r e ­ 
sult of changes in farm ow ner­ 
ship, the average U. S. farm 
is over 15 percent larg er than 
five years a co. That Stoddard 
County has been affected by 
this change is indicated by the 
facts that the num ber of farm s 
in the county decreased 771 
farm s from 1954 through 1959 
and the average size of farm 
increased 33 a c re s during this 
period. 
Another im portant factor has 
been the availability of credit. 
Over 80 percent of the farm ­ 
land is Ixmght on credit to ­ 
day; w hereas, less than one- 
haif of the farm real estate 
purchases w ere credit financed 
in the mid 1940's. 


The demand for land for high­ 
ways, recreational areas, the 
expansion of towns and cities 
and other such public uses has 
helped to stim ulate land prices. 
Of course, we have seen lots of 
land converted to such uses in 
this area during the past few 
years. 
A 
factor that has had con­ 
siderable effect on land prices 
has been the capital gains con­ 
sideration. Due to the widen­ 
ing 
gap a tw e e n land prices 
and farm income, many land 
purchases are based more on 
what the farm 
will sell for in 
the future than what the farm 
earns today. 


The demand for land by non­ 
farm people has been a big 
factor. 
Tax 
laws perm it the 
deduction of operating losses 
and depreciation on farm im ­ 
provem ents from other income 
for tax purposes, and the in­ 
creased trend for business and 
professional people to own a 
home in the country stim ulates 
the demand for land. 
Finally, the num ber of tracts 
of land offered for sale is sm all 
in relation to the demand. D ur­ 
ing the past year some 90,500 
tra c ts 
of 
rural 
real estate 
changed hands in the U. S. 
which 
represents 
the second 
sm allest num ber of voluntary 
tra n sfe rs of rural land in about 
30 years. 


What about the future? 
Ac­ 
cording to outlook inform ation 
from the U. S. Departm ent of 
A griculture, the trend toward 
la rg e r farm s is likely to con­ 
tinue, the demand for land is 
likely to rem ain strong, and 
the average value per farm is 
expected to increase. 
Of course, land prices in this 
area have increased more d u r­ 
ing the past year or two than 
the 
average 
figures quoted 
above would 
indicate. 
Under 
w h a t 
c ir c u m s ta n c e s 
can 
farm ers afford to pay some of 
the p rices now being paid for 
land in this area, and how much 
further can they afford to go?

ord high. Prospects as of Nov.

The 1964 upland cropj, there­

WINTER season in the Boot­ 
heel is a tim e for tree trim ­ 
ming and brush control work 
along rural px>Wer lines, since 
crops are

To deliver electricity to the 
farms with the least amount 
of interruptions as possible, 
all foliage that interferes with 
the transm issions lines must 
t*> 
removed. 
Thus, the tree 
trim m ing and brush removal is 
necessary 
for rural e le c tri­ 
fication and few people have 
valid objections to it. 
On the other hand, howeV' r, 
constant rem oval of such foli­ 
age leaves the farm land with­ 
out 
the protection 
of wind­ 
breaks. F o r many years farm 
agencies 
have advocated the 
(Banting of tree s along farm 
edges, 
roadways 
and fence 
rows to function as windbreaks 
which serve the practical pur­ 
pose of m inim izing the blow­ 
ing away of the top) soil in dry 
windy periods. This condition 
is m ore serio u s on light sandy 
land like that in some areas 
of 
Dunklin 
County. 
In past 
years during dry periods in the 
sum m er 
when 
strong winds 
arose, dust sto rm s have arisen 
in Dunklin County that darkened 
the sky and virtually blotted 
out the sun. That, brother, was 
valuable top soil being blown 
away. 
C learing the land in the Boot­ 
heel flatlands over the years 
for agriculture has laid bare 
vast acreag es which, 
during 
the seasons in which there are 
no crops growing on it, leaves 
it to tx.- eroded by the winds. 
Constant cropping helps to hold 
the soil, but it is im possible 
to have crops growing all the 
tim e. 
Thus, the case is made for 
g re a te r em phasis in the Boot­ 
heel for m ore trees to be con­ 
stantly planted to at least re­ 
place 
those removed in land 
clearing and ru ral electrifica­ 
tion.

Bowl.” 
Thousands of farm fam ilies,

The Heinz Co. is interested 
in contracting between 200 and 
300 acres 
of cucum bers for 
1965. They would contract the 
acreage and have a central 
loading point. Cucum bers will 
be trucked to their processing 
plant in M uscatine, Iowa, about 
a six hour truck trip from 
here. 
In 1964 in cooperation with the 
H. J. Heinz Co. we had 3 one- 
acre jd o ts each of cucum bers 
in this area. These were ex­ 
perim ental o r pilot projects 
to test production practices, 
quality 
and yield potentials. 
These were all satisfactory, 
hence the interest in a larg er 
acreage 
for 
production this 
coming year. 
Any farm er interested in this 
crop should accept this as his 
personal invitation to attend 
this meeting.

FEEDING BEEF COWS 
W inter rations for beef cows 
should supply adequate nutri­ 
tion at low cost. 
Here is a 12 point thumb rule 
for w inter feeding. 
1. Begin winger feeding before 
cows lose too 
much weight. 
2. 
Feed pregnant cows and 
nursing cows separately. 
3. Keep feed costs low. 
4. Base rations on home-grown 
roughage 
supplem ented 
with 
needed protein, m inerals, and 
vitam ins. 
5. Feed approxim ately 2 lbs. 
of dry roughage for each 100 
lbs. of body weight. 


6. One lb. of corn equals 2 
lbs. of good quality hay in 
energy 
value, 
o r 
3 lbs. 
of w eathered, poor-quality hay. 


7. One lb. of hay equals 2 l/2 
lbs. of corn silage o r 3 lbs. 
of Atlas 
sorghum 
silage in 
energy value. 
8. Three lbs. of corn silage 
equal 4 lbs. of Atlas sorghum 
silage. 


9. When hay is scarce, grain 
may be a cheaper source of 
energy than hay. 
10. 
Feed best roughage to 
calves, first-c a lf heifers, and 
lactating cows. 


11. Provide plenty of clean, 
fresh 
drinking 
w ater at all 
tim es. 
12. Control lice with a back- 
rubber or sprays.

MASTITIS IS LIKE THE 
COMMON COLD 
A dairy herd is no more im ­ 
mune from 
m astitis than 
a 
human being is from the com­ 
mon cold. 
Each year m astitis costs from 
$13.50 to $31.00 for each cow 
in your dairy herd depending 
upon 
the level 
of infection. 
These costs can l>e attributed 
to: (1) Reduced Milk Flow -- 
Nine healthy cows will produce 
as much milk as ten that have 
chronic m astitis; (2) Discarded 
Milk -- M astitis milk has lit­ 
tle value and is unfit for food; 
(3) Loss of Cows - M astitis 
infection shortens productive 
y ears; som e cows die. (4) Ad­ 
ded Labor C osts 
- Infected 
cows require tim e and extra 
care; (5) Cost of T reatm ents. 
DEGREES OF MASTITIS 
There are several degrees of 
m astitis. Sub clinical or “ un­ 
recognized m astitis’’ cannot be 
observed visually. They can be 
detected only with special tests. 
CLINICAL o r “ RECOGNIZED 
MASTITIS" causes pronounced 
changes of the udder and of the 
milk. 
ACUTE MASTITIS causes sud­ 
den swelling of the infected 
q u arter, a sharp drop in p ro ­ 
duction, abnorm al milk, obvious 
sickness of the cow. Som etim es 
cows die with this tvpe. 
CHRONIC 
MASTITIS 
is the 
m ost p ersistan t form . Most of 
the tim e it goes unnoticed. Oc­ 
casionally, it develops into an 
active clinical case. However, 
after a flare-up, the infection 
retu rn s to the u n reco g n ized 
form . 
Over 25 different bacteria can 
cause m astitis. Because of this, 
the problem 
is complex and 
com plicated. 
There is no single treatm ent, 
preventive, 
o r m an ag e m en t 
practice that can be guaranteed 
to elim inate o r prevent all m as­ 
titis. However, vigilance, a t­ 
tention to details, and improved 
anim al care are the practical 
hopes for preventing m astitis 
in your herd. 
When you can recognize m as­ 
titis by observing the udder 
j j r by noticing changes in the 


milk it has already cost you 
heavily -- it may even be a 
hopeless case. The im portant 
thing is to find each case in 
its early stages before it b e­ 
com es clinically apparent. 
The C alifornia M astitis T est 
was developed to m easure even 
slight udder inflam m ation. It 
is sensitive, quick and reliable, 
and can help you cut your m as­ 
titis losses by detecting in­ 
flammation early. F o r further 
information about this test con­ 
tact your U niversity Extension 
C enter. 


C onsider the following in your., 
m astitis program . 
1. The cow - - large pendulous 
udders, easily injured, leak ers, 
age and etc. add to m astitis 
problem s. 
2. The milking m achines when 
im properly operated a re big 
causes of udder irritatio n . 
THE MILKING PROCEDURE 
M assaging and sanitizing will 
aid in keeping m astitis prob­ 
lem s down. 
Proper stim ula­ 
tion of milk letdown has r e ­ 
sulted in up to 100 lbs. m ore 
butterfat produced p er cow per

Retires 
KANSAS CITY (AP)—Roy A. 
R oberts, who rose from c a rrie r 
boy to chairm an of the board of 
the Kansas City S tar, announced 
on his 77th birthday Wednesday 
he will 
withdraw 
com pletely 
from the new spaper's manage­ 
ment and direction Jan. 1. 
R oberts, a native ofM uscotah, 
Kan., delivered the Star to sub­ 
sc rib e rs in Law rence, Kan., 
while a boy and joined its staff 
in 
1908 after his graduation 
from the University of Kansas 
and a period of reporting for 
the Lawre.ice Journal-W orld. 
He moved up from re p o rter to 
political 
w riter, 
Washington 
correspondent, 
managing edi­ 
to r, editor and general m an­ 
ager and finally, two y ears ago, 
becam e chairm an of the board. 
Roberts said his retirem ent 
will not change the employe — 
ownership plan under which the 
Star has operated for m ore than 
38 years. R ichard B. Fow ler, 
who becam e president and chief 
executive officer of the paper in 
1963, will continue in that ca­ 
pacity. 
To assu re continuity of own­ 
ership by employes, R oberts 
said his substantial holdings of 
Star stock will be made avail­ 
able under option to the new s­ 
paper at a fixed price. The sys­ 
tem has been in effect for sev­ 
eral years for other long-time 
employes who have retire d or 
plan to do so. 
R oberts said he will continue 
to live in Kansas City and plans 
to w rite, probably books. He 
also plans to contribute a rtic le s 
to the S tar from time to tim e. 
Im mediately after retirem ent, 
he and M rs. R oberts will take a 
two-month 
trip 
to 
South 
A m erica and South A frica. 
In his retirem ent announce­ 
ment, the veteran new spaper­ 
man asked his colleagues to re ­ 
frain from any form al ex er­ 
cises. 
" I desire no watch presen ta­ 
tio n , no plaques, no resolutions, 
no editorial, at least until the 
final life chapter has been w rit­ 
ten ," he said. "A nd certainly 
above all no testim onial din­ 
ners. If you knew how much o r­ 
atory I have suffered through 
and helped inflict on captive 
‘friends' over m ore than a half 
century, you may sense how 
strongly I feel on this subject." 
“ I’ll have my one short say 
now. I have lived an active life. 
I expect the sunset phase to be 
equally exciting. And I still owe 
my country, my city, my news­ 
paper a genuine debt fur giving 
me my opportunity."

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Transplants of Hairy Scalp 


Used to Cover Bald Spots 


Stanleyville Rescue Seen as 
Setback to Red China's Plan 
To Gain Foothold in Africa 


Transplants of many sm all 
pieces of hairy scalp have been 
used successfully to 
regrow 
hair on bald spots in the sam e 
individual, according to a re ­ 
port in the Archives of Derma­ 
tology, published be the Am eri­ 
can Medical Association. 
Dr. Samuel Ayres III, Beverly 
Hills, Calif., described 
the 
technique which he has p er­ 
formed on 53 patients over a 
two and a half year period. 
The technique is “ a definitive 
and, at tim es, dram atically ef­ 
fective means of permanently 
redistributing the scalp hair in 
such a way as to improve cos­ 
m etically, in varying degrees'’ 
the loss of hair term ed male 
pattern baldness, 
Dr. Ayres 
said. 
In this type of baldness a re­ 
ceding front hair line develops 
into a bald area on top of the 
head leaving a border of hair 
around the sides and back of the 
scalp. 
Dr. Ayres said at tim es he 
used skin grafts so sm all they 
only 
had two or three hair 
follicles but the average graft 
contains 10 to 15 hairs. Although 
relatively few 
grafts may be 
done at a session, he explained 
that he has not infrequently 
periorm ed 40, 50, or 60 grafts 
and occasionally 75 to 100 or 
m ore in patients who were high­ 
ly motivated. 
The total number of grafts re ­ 
quired to cover a bald area 
may vary from only 20 or 30 
to as many as 300, 400, 500 
or even considerably more tor 
relatively complete coverage 
of extensive baldness as long as 
the supply from the fringe hair 
is adequate, according to Dr. 
A yres. 
The 
proper 
placing of the 
grafts requires meticulous at­ 
tention to detail, he added. 
Although the procedure is te­ 
dious for both the patient and 
and the physician, he said, it 
is 
an 
office 
surgical pro­ 
cedure and 
discomfort 
is 
lim ited to that associated with 
anesthesia. 
l .ven when the grafting is pur­ 
sued as rapidly as feasible, at 
least 
several 
months must 
elapse before definite cosm etic 
results can be seen, it 
was 
pointed out. 
Dr. 
Ayres also 
cautioned that at least a barely 
discernible scar must neces­ 
sarily 
result 
when the 
full 
thickness 
of the skin is cut 
through. However, 
he said, if 
done properly, an entirely ac­ 
ceptable result can l>e obtained 
especially when the y rove ring 


effect of the subsequent hair 
growth in the grafts is taken 
into account. 
The permanence of the results 
is 
contingent 
upon obtaining 
grafts from the scalp area not 
subject to this type ofbaldness, 
Dr. Ayres continued, and inas­ 
much as the exact extent and 
pattern varies among individ­ 
uals, the grafts must be ob­ 
tained 
from 
within the area 
which is clearly unaffected. 
Although nothing can be done 
to prevent the progression of 
this form ofbaldness, “ a source 
of great d istress to many men,” 
Dr. 
Ayres 
said, 
additional 
grafting can be perform ed as 
required to compensate for the 
continued loss. 
Other conditions which could 
be treated by this technique in­ 
clude bald spots due to burns, 
cuts, 
or other 
injuries, 
he 
added. 
Common diffuse thinning of the 
hair in women is not amenable 
to this treatm ent, he said, but 
modified male pattern baldness 
seen in some women can be 
handled in the same m anner. 
Male pattern baldness is a 
hereditary growth pattern and 
not a disease, Dr. Ayres pointed 
out in discussing the nature of 
the condition. 
It is now a w ell-recognized 
fact that there is a propensity 
of certain scalp hair follicles 
in the adult male to become 
progressively transform ed into 
follicles producing fine hairs 
rather 
than 
coarse 
hairs 
throughout life, he said. This is 
a gene - 
determined inherent 
quality of each individual hair 
follicle in those men having this 
hereditary predisposition, he 
continued. 


“ It 
is triggered by a normal 
adult male androgen (sex hor­ 
mone) level and is completely 
unrelated to such factors as 
scalp 
circulation, 
dandruff, 
scalp muscle tension, or the 
wearing or nonwearing of hats,” 
he said. “ Male pattern bald­ 
ness, occurring in an adult 
male, is not an expression of 
excess 
androgen 
production, 
reassuring as this popular fal­ 
lacy may be to some bald m en.” 
Dr. Ayres said the technique 
he used with modifications in 
only a few minor details was 
developed by Dr. Norman Oren- 
treich, 
New York City, 
“ to 
whom full credit is due.” 
Dr. Ayres is associate clinical 
professor of dermatology, Uni­ 
versity of Southern California 
School of Medicine. 


The United States may take a 
propaganda beating in Africa, 
but the rout of Congolese rebels 
at Stanleyville likely has dam.

developments 
strengthen an already strong 
im pression 
that 
the Peking 
campaign in Africa has been 
directed against the Soviet Un­ 
ion as well as the United States 
and the West. 
TTiis may explain why Mos­ 
cow seemed slow in reacting to 
the events, which easily could 
have mushroomed into a big 
international c risis as soon as 
the Kremlin heard of plans to 
use U.S. transport planes to fer­ 
ry Belgian troops to the rebel 
capital at Stanleyville. 


O rdinarily, U.S. involvement 
against a left-oriented rebellion 
would have produced clam or 
and threats from Moscow. This 
tim e the response was mild. 
Time and again Peking has 
challenged Moscow in A frica. 
Only last week in a violent 
attack on supporters of the fall­ 
en Nikita Khrushchev — an a s ­ 
sault obviously aimed at men 
still in power in Moscow— Red 
China accused the Russians of 
perfidy in the Congo. 
This was an attack on the 
peaceful 
coexistence 
policy 
which the new Soviet regim e 
says it will continue. Under this 
policy, the Red Chinese insist­ 
ed, Khrushchev — meaning the 
whole Soviet leadership — “ in­ 
structed the Soviet delegate at 
the United Nations to vote for 
the dispatch of forces of aggres­ 
sion to the Congo, which helped 
the U*i. im perialists suppress 
the Congolese people, and usea 
Soviet transport facilities to 
move so-called U.N. troops to 
the Congo.” 
Red China, busy for some 
tim e trying to shut the Russians 
out of revolutionary movements 
in Asia and A frica, appears to 
have made Africa the main cold 
war arena. All Red Chinese em­ 
bassies in Africa seem lavishly 
supplied with money to buy sub­ 
version. 
Peking's plan appears to have 
been to entrench a usable Com­ 
munist government in the Con­ 


go, A frica's heart, and work 
from there toward domination 
of other are as. If this was the 
case, the tim etable now may be 
badly upset.

Hills, Calli., described 
the 
technique which lie has per­ 
formed on 53 patients over a 
two and a half year period. 
T h e technique is “ a definitive 
and, at times, dramatically ef­ 
fective means of permanently 
redistributing the scalp hair in 
such a way as to improve cos­ 
metically, in varying degrees” 
the loss of hair terme 
pattern baldness, 
Dr. 
said. 
In this type of babbles 
ceding front hair lin e d 
into a bald area on top of the 
head leaving a border of hair 
around the sides and back of the 
scalp, 
Dr. Ayres said at times he 
used skin grafts so small they 
only had two or three hair 
follicles but the average graft 
contains lOto 15 hairs. Although 
relatively few 
grafts may tie 
done at a session, lie explained 
that he has not infrequently 
performed 40, 50, or 60 grafts 
and occasionally 75 to IOO or 
more in patients who were high­ 
ly motivated. 
The total number of grafts re­ 
quired to cover a bald area 
may vary from only 20 or 30 
to as many as 300, 400, 500 
or even considerably more tor 
relatively complete coverage 
of extensive baldness as long as 
the supply from the fringe hair 
is adequate, according to Dr.

Male pattern baldness is a 
hereditary growth pattern and 
not a disease, Dr. Ayres pointed 
out in discussing the nature of 
the condition. 
It is now a w ell-recognized 
laet that there is a propensity 
of certain scalp hair follicles 
in the adult male to become 
progressively transform ed Into 
follicles producing fine hairs 
rather 
than 
coarse 
hairs 
throughout life, he said. This is 
a gene - 
determined inherent 
quality of each Individual hair 
follicle in those men having this 
hereditary predisposition, he 
continued. 


"It 
is triggered by a normal 
adult male androgen (sex hor­ 
mone) level and Is completely 
unrelated to such factors as 
scalp 
circulation, 
dandruff,

wearing or nonwearing of hats,” 
he said. “ Male pattern bald­ 
ness, occurring in an adult 
male, is not an expression of 
excess 
androgen 
production, 
reassuring as this popular fal­ 
lacy may be to some bald men.” 
Dr. Ayres said the technique 
he used with modifications in 
only a few minor details was 
developed by Dr. Norman Oren- 
treich,
